The remarkable growth of Tientsin: in 
‘the first years after the Boxer troubles 
of. 1900 has, ‘on the whole, been well 
sustained, In spite of a severe set-back 
in 1007, duc to over-trading, commeroa 
has continued to prosper, and in the Inst 
year uoder’ ‘review reached . maximum 
fignres” under, every heading. A. note- 
worthy development of direct trade with 
foreign ‘countries has taken place, Int 
earlier vears the Tientsin market. drew 
its supply of foreign goods mostly from 
Shanghai, and shipped the bulk of its 
exports to . foreign countries through 
Shanghai ageneies, 
five years an increasing number of eccan- 
going. steamers have - come to Tientsin, 
bringing ard taking direct cargoes from 
and to America, Evuropé, and Japan, with 
the reanlt that in 1011 the direct foreign 
trade amounted fo 52 per cont. of imports 
and 16 per cent, of exports, Doubts have 
from time’ to time been expressed as to 
the eapacity of Tientsin to hold its own, 
yet it now ranks next to Shanghai inj 
size ‘and in’ the importance of ita ‘trade. 
Wark is proceeding on land and water to 
extend its freilities as a commercial port. 
With the improvements to the Haiho now 
in. progress, and those’ contemplated at 
the Taku Bar in the near future—includ- 
ing a progpect of keeping the river open 
in winter as far as Tongku by means of 
ice-breakers—the acersstbility of. the port 
will be greatly enhanced for large and 
deeper-draught vessels. The extension of 
railways: towards: the ‘west and north, 
which mvet. inevitably eome, will open 
up new markets. tapping vast areas of 
prodyetion and consumption, whose 
nearest port will be Tientsin. And when, 
ay ig now. ‘nnder contemplation, the 
Kalean Railway. is. pushed northward 
across’ Mongolia and linked up with the 
Siberian Railway, Tientsin will be the 
nearest available seapert to Central 
Siberia, and the railway journey from 
here to Rurope will he at Jeast a couple 
of days shorter than’ from any other Far, 
Eastern port. From every point of view, 
therefore, the future of Tientsin. may well 
br. contemplated ‘with equanimity and 
even with well-rounded optimism. 

Tho trade of Tientsin, which had. been 
making steady progress since the Boxer 
trouble of 1940, received a great impetus 
at the time of the Russo-Japanese? war, 
being assisted by the gpectal or abnormal 
conditions then ‘prevailing. “Good craps 
voineiding with a ready market and high 


‘Tprices for farm produce at the seat of war 


greatly increased the’ well-being of the 
rural ‘population, with the result that: 
the grogs. value of the trade for 1905 rose 
from Ts, °71,821,028 in 1904 to a_ little 
over 100 million tacls, The year 1906 was 
one-of continued increasing activity, the 
value ‘of. the trade being nearly 118 
million: This, however, was, unfortunate- 
ly, in a large measure due to speculation. 
India, having experienced good harvests 
for two consecutive years, began to buy 
large quantities of silver, and its prize 
consequently went up steadily: This was 
a boon to China, and all the ports enjoyed 
its fall henefits. In Tientsin prosperity 
ruled, but many merchants, without con- 
sidering’ that such a wonderful state of 
the’ market was only a temporary pheno- 


.| menon, freely made anticipatory importa 


tions and, what was worse, sold goods, on 
credit. regardless of the buyer's com- 
mercial standing; thus laying the 
foundation of great evils that came to 
harass foreign as well as Chinese mer- 
chants during the following two years, 
The result of this reckless over-trading 
was not long in’ being: felt. The next 
year, 1007, the prico of silver suddenly 
dropped, while that of commodities went 
up, the general purchasing power thereby 
haing greatly reduced. A great blow was 
thus given to imports, as well as to 
exports, © Moreover, Chinese, merchants 
were. compelled to suspend payment to 
foreign firms, the amount involved being 
something like 1M millions for the goods 
they had purchased on credit when the 
market was booming, and any went, into 
Dankruptey. 3 
Tn 1908 ‘the political unrest caused by. 
the -dernise of. the’ Emperor and the 
Empress Dowager in close sucecssion 
further added to the financial panic. No 
ono ventured to buy. Goods were either 
left in the market untouched or else piled 
up in godowns. The fact that the net 
value of the trade, which - was 
Tle, 119.8 rajllions in 1906, made a sudden 
fall to 06.7 millions in 1907, and further 
deerased' to 79.4. millions. in 1908, will 
show to what extent Tientsin was, affected 
by ‘the . depression. ‘A gradual recovery, 
however, took place during the year 1909, 
when the value of the trade went up, to 
983 million tacls. The: political situation 
caused the market to: be considerably 
depressed during the first. three months 
nf the year. But.on account of decreased 
stock through limitation. of importation 
in the previous year. together with a 
sudden demand from Shansi-_and Mon- 
golia, and also on account of ,compara- 
tively good crops in the previous year. 
the tone of the market improved, © And 
when, in June, there earné a rise in the 
exchange and plenty of rain give promise 
of. good harvests, the trade Fevived in the 
second half af the year and became almost 
normal in December. Conditions of trade 
in North China at the beginning of the 
year. 1910. were considered satisfactory, 
and the business of the port: appeared: to 
have. started on a firmer footing than 
in previous years. On the whole it is 
Y for the financial crisis 

in Shanghai, brought about by the rubber 
boom, Tientsin. would probably have 
experienced a year of unexampled trade 
activity, coupled with good profits on the 
“business done, Piece goods dealers ag. a 
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body wero not affected by the failures in 
Shanghai, owing to the fact that they’ 
owed money to tho southern port; nover- 
theless, some. wealthy dealers Jost. heavily, 
unable to recover’ ‘Shanghai 
advances, The. local authorities and 
hanking civeles tovk steps for, relieving 
the stringeney of the local money market, 
and it was decided that four banks, viz.» 
the Ta Ching Government Bank, the 
Chihli Provincial Bank, the Chih Cheng 
Bank: and the Communication ‘Bank, 
jointly should provides the sam of one 
million tnels, to be: Joaned: out to tho 
Chinese’ banks ‘and - merchants who' were 
most in- need of funds to tide over the 
eritien] period until the New Year settle. 
ments, This arrangement did much to 
restors confidence. The total value of the 
trade for 1910 amounted to 98 million 
taels, of which 54 millions represented the | 
value of foreign goods imported, showing 
an jnerease over the two previous years of 
8 and 9 millions respectively, 

During the year 1910 two grave ques. | 
tions which had | vexed: the market’ were 
practically settled. The first of these was 
the indebtedness of the Chinese mercan- 
tile ‘community to foreign merchants, 
which, as already ‘stated, was estimated 
at.14 million-tacls, including the secuimtt- 
later interest on accounts outstanding for 
some. years, This formidable sum was. at 
the end of 1909, after deducting debts that 
appeared irrecoverable and compounding 
others, reduced: to 5. million taels, which 
sum. under agreement with the Diplo- 
matic ‘representatives. of thie forcign 
merchants conerrned (the British . mer. 
cantile community ‘took’ no part in the 
arrangement made) and .a_ committee 
representing the principal Chincse hongs, 
known as the Li-chih-hui, it was arranged | 
to repay by instalments covering a period 
of 2 years, bearing interest at 4 per cent. ¢ 
the interest alone being payable for the 
first four years. A. Chinese and foreign 
joint commission was established, under 
the auspices of the Li:chih-hni, to finanen 
this arrangement, Tts' bank. opened on 
the 20th May, 1910, with a canital of 
Tis. 150.000. and did an ordinary banking, 
business. Up’ to this time certain small 
claims had been. settled privately, but 
practically nothing Nad been done with 
regard to the large clnims, Good work 
was, however, accomplished’ by - negotia- 
tions with ‘the Chinese. dealers, which 
brought the situation nearer to a practical 
basis. The Commercial Grarantee Bunk 
of Chihli was subseaucntly established to 
continue the work of the commission. - The 
bank. is to fulfil the réle of a clearing 
house; it is to act an middle-man between 
Chinese and foreigners, “All the assets and 
Habilities of the Chinese dealers involved 
were taken over hy the bank, which will 
also attend to claims of the foreign firms, 
whose debts are. to be wiped off by the 
issur of bonds,. | The scheme. has been 
worked out jn such a satisfactory manner 
that most of the involved Chinese dealers, 
instead Of élosing up for good, will have 
time to-reenperate and pet on their feet 
oney more, The. nominal capital of the 
hank is Ts. 4,000,000, of which the Viceroy, 
contributed one-half, the other half being 
nrovided by rhe foreign merchants. The 
raid one instalment, namely, 
Tis. 950.000, of his-share of the capital, 
The hank- will issue bonds té the extent 
of Tis, 5,000,000, The assets of Chinese 
dealers in the bank’s possession amount. 
roughly. to Tis. 8,000,000. . The -Viceroy’s 
eanital js guaranteed by the native aszets. 
For the working purposes of the bank a 
loan of Tis, 7,000,000 was arranged with 
the Ta Ching Bank, and of this amount 
Te. 700.000 have been paid over. The 
registration of the bank has been duly 
affected with the Board of Finance, Board 
of Commerce, and: Wai-wn, Pu.: and its 
affairs are managed ‘by a mixed director- 
ate, comnosed of ‘three foreigners and 
three Chinese. :

controyersy, made good, and thie vexed 
auestion’ was. disposed of, While the 
difficulty in respect of the foreign banks 
was thus overcome, the mercantile com- 
munity still had a cause for grievance. 
For-althaugh the Customs’ Tastal had 
restored the exchange rate for Haikwan 
and, Tientsin. tacls ‘to 100-105, it waa 
stipulated that only assayed. silver was 
acceptable in payment of duty, And, 
owing: to the searcitv of assaved ‘silver, 
oerchants,. when. paying. duty. had to pay 
w meltagze fee of 12 per ‘ecent., besides a 
commission of 0,8 ner cent, charged by the 
Haikwan banker. ‘This grievous surcharize 
continned .until November, 1911. when, 
with the: new. method of collecting the 
reventte under the control of the Inspector

Since then. for the first time ‘in ‘the 
history of the port. the amount of duty 
puid is the nctnal ecnivalent of the 
amount leviable in Haikwan taels.

The 
Tientsin Chinese merchants had large 
sums of money outstanding againat. these 
provincia! dealers, ewhich, for the above 
reasons, they . were. not able to collect; 
but it is believed that they were still able 
to: meet. their. Habilities to the: foreign 
merchants in the. port.- Notwithstanding 
these adverse factors, the total value of 
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the foreign goods imported amounted to 


53] million taels, being only half a million 
short of the figures for 1910; and thore is 
no doubt. that: had it not been for the 
disturbances, legitimate trading would 
haye made an unprecedented stride. The 
‘total value of the Chinese importa was 
241 millions, and the exports of local 
origin, amounted to 494 millions, making 
a grand total net value of 1G) million 
taels, being the highest’ point reached 
since “the opening of the port... The 
increaso of 14} millions in the exports 
wan largely due to: the phenomenal 
advance in the shipment of raw cotton, 
oceasioned by the high price of . cotton 
abroad, . The export trade of Tientsin has 
imercased very considerably. and new 
commodities ars constantly added. to -the 
list of goods exported abroad. This is 
the mast important feature in. the com: 


mercial development of the port, as it} 


will increase the purchasing power’ of the 
farmers and bring about the greater con- 
sumption of foreign goods, 

To complete the review of the trade of 
the port for the period 1905-11, mention 


must be made of the settlement, during | 


the last year of the decade, of a question 
which’ also affected: the economical cireles 
of Tientsin and which had been under 
litigation for many” years. viz, - the 
financial complications of the salt mer- 
chants, which involved their insolvency, 
Changlu, uow called Tsangchow, is an 
important salt-producing — district, «in 
China, the output thereof being known 
by the special term of Charighu salt.

merchants lost heavily; some with more 
advanced. ideas—took up. various under.

unsuccessful, thoy. frequently borrowed 
from foreign -banks. — InSraising these 
Toans the sanction of the Salt Controller 
was required, and this sanction gave the 
appearance of official recognition of these 
Joans. °The. initial effort to repudiate 
official responsibility for the Toams con- 
tracted .by the salt merchants with the 
foreign hanks did not prove successful ; 
foreign official interference \ ¢aused. the 
Board of Finance. to move in the matter, 
with the reswit that the Board ordered the 
local “officials to Hauidate the claim ‘by
